Mr.  John  Bracken 

Mr.  John  Bracken,  national  Progresaive 
Conservative  leader,  will  be  a welcome 
visitor  in  Victoria  lodajr.  the  honored  guest 
of  the  Canadian  Club  at  luncheon.  Mr. 
Bracken  hat  had  a long,  uphill  row  to  hoe 
on  the  national  political  scene,  and  he  has 
stuck  to  it  marttully.  His  visit  to  the  West 
will  be  appreciated,  and  will  bring  to  the 
local  and  provincial  branches  of  the  Pro- 
gressive Conservative  Party  the  assurance  that 
their  interests  will  be  included  when  national 
polices  arc  advocated.  Such  visits  arc  al- 
ways timely,  and  one  hopes  that  on  this  oc- 
casion Mr.  Bracken  will  have  opportunity  to 
absorb  as  much  as  possible  of  the  current 
scene  in  British  Columbia.  , 

Speaking  as  he  does  for  the  main  Opposi- 
tion in  the  House  of  Commons  at  Ottawa. 
Mr.  Bracken's  has  been  at  least  one  voice 
that  has  not  surrendered  to  the  drift  and 
listleuness  which  seem  to  have  covered  tbe 
narionat  capital  like  a pall  in  recent  months. 
Vigorous  in  debate  and  outspoken  where 
his  convictions  arc  concerned,  the  national 
Progressive  Conservative  leader  has  fought 
a tireless  battle  over  abuses  of  Parliament 
and  the  cavalier  manner  in  which  some  of  its 
cherished  traditions  have  been  overrun.  It 
IS  his  misfortune  and  that  of  the  Progressive 
Conservative  Party  that  he  has  been  often 
deprived  of  national  sounding  boards  such 
•a  the  Canaditn  Broadcasting  Corporation, 
so  persistently  used  by  leaders  of  the  Govern- 
ment aide  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Bracken  will  not  take  ic  amiss,  per- 
haps. if  it  U suggested  that  the  West  has 
beard  all  too  little  of  the  aims  and  policies 
of  the  Progressive  Conservative  Party,  and 
that  little  has  been  swallowed  too  often  in 
the  maze  of  swiftly -moving  world  events. 
There  u some  need  for  a clear-cut  siaiement 
of  what  the  party  stands  for  through  its 
own  convictions,  apart  entirely  from  what 
can  be  said  and  has  been  said  of  the  short- 
comings of  tbe  Administration  which  it  in 
office  at  present.  As  national  leader  of  his 
party,  Mr.  Bracken  is  in  the  best  position  to 
do  that.  We  trust  that  his  present  visit  will 
be  both  pleasant  and  proftlable. 

Making  Sea»  Safe 

One  postwar  Allied  effort  that  has  gone 
along  smoothly  is  the  clearing  of  Europe's 
sea  lanes  of  mines  sown  during  the  war. 
the  biggest  minesweeping  job  in  history. 
By  (he  end  of  the  war  at  least  600,000  mines 
of  various  types  had  been  sown  along  the 
coasts  of  Europe,  and  presented  a serious 
and  rr-sirictive  hazard  to  the  movements  of 
peacetime  shipping.  The  task  of  reopening 
these  waters  is  not  finished,  but  it  U hoped 
that  it  will  be  some  time  next  year.  As  it 
is.  after  two  years  of  steady  effort  140,000 
square  miles  of  ocean  are  now  entirely  free 
of  danger  to  merchant  ships. 

This  has  been  accomplished  only  by  a 
high  degree  of  international  co-operaiton  and 
organization,  and  is  an  indication  of  what 
could  be  done  along  other  lines  were  (he 
former  Allied  nations  united  in  peace  as  they 
were  in  war.  Immediately  after  hostilities 
ceased  s mine  clearance  board  was  set  up  with 
headquarters  in  London,  and  the  vast  area 
to  be  cleared  was  divided  into  zones.  Fleets 
of  n nations  are  co-operating  in  the  work, 
including  the  Royal,  United  States.  French 
and  Russian  navies.  Canadian  vessels  par- 
ticipated in  tbe  early  months  of  this  postwar 
▼enture.  which  resulted  in  an  international 
fleet  of  nearly  2.000  vessels  scouring  the 
seas  in  search  of  these  lethal  legacies  of  war- 
time. 

A noteworthy  tribute  to  the  skill  of  the 
minesweeping  crews  is  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  in  two  years  there  has  not  been  a 
■ingle  casualty,  although  nearly  200  vessels 
have  been  sunk  or  damaged  while  making 
the  seas  ufe  for  other  ships.  As  may  be 
imagined,  there  is  considerable  risk  in  mine- 
sweeping.  particularly  in  view  of  tbe  large 
number  of  magnetic  mines  that  were  sown 
by  the  enemy.  When  the  operation  is  com- 
pleted next  year,  a valuable  contribution  will 
iiave  been  made  to  the  revival  of  interna- 
tional trade  and  world  recovery. 

Oirtoon  War 

The  kettle  calling  the  pot  black  will  have 
nothing  in  it  with  modern  cartoonists 
should  unrestricted  war  be  declared  between 
the  inventors  of  caricature  and  exaggeration. 
One  could  think  of  more  realistic  as  well 
as  more  dignified  forms  of  international  ex- 
preation.  especially  at  a time  when  feelings 
are  so  easily  aroused  as  at  present.  Yet 
that  is  whit  Mr.  Vishinsky  has  promised 
the  United  Nations  should  American  car- 
toonists continue  to  draw  images  objection- 
able to  tbe  Soviet  State  or  its  leaders. 

For  every  such  cartoon,  the  Russian  Deputy 
Foreign  Minister  uyt,  Soviet  artists  will 
draw  dozens  in  rebuttal:  for  every  douen 
a hundred.  A war  waged  with  pictorial 
tpithett  ia  a poor  preparatioa  for  any  sort 
•f  lasting  ptace.  It  ia.  in  fact,  childish,  and 
unworthy  of  men  deemed  to  be  in  the  frost

rank  of  the  world's  iratcimen.  Mr.  V'uh- 
msky  has  fact  on  his  side  when  he  points 
to  malicious  cartoons  drawn  by  some  Am- 
eriCTn  artists.  A cardinal  difference  is  that 
they  the  individual  expressions  of  feeling 
drawn  at  whim,  and  not  the  considered 
opinion  of  the  American  state.  By  contrast 
.Soviet  cartoons  bear  tbe  imprint  of  a con- 
trolled policy,  which  lifts  them  into  another 
category  altogether. 

1 here  is  perhaps  good  sense  in  the  sug- 
gestion that  Western  delegates  at  sessions 
of  the  United  Nations  might  do  well  to 
ignore  Soviet  outbursts  and  vilification  in- 
sted  of  trying  to  answer  in  kind.  It  it 
doubtful  that  they  are  equipped  to  do  so 
effectively  in  any  case,  either  by  tempera- 
ment or  training  It  might  be  more  effec- 
tive to  treat  insults  with  silence  for  a change. 
Replies  invite  counter-replies,  and  the  real 
progri'U  o(  the  United  Nations  is  lost  in  a 
senes  of  name-callings  out  of  keeping  with 
the  high  purposes  of  (hat  organization. 

Certainly  tbe  United  Nations  is  not  the 
place  for  tbe  declaration  of  a cartoon  war. 
and  use  of  it  as  a vehicle  for  vituperation 
might  cause  the  day  when  its  doors  may  be 
forced  to  close  through  sheer  futility.  Amity 
cannot  be  realized  through  continued  ex- 
change of  international  epithets. 

OiDterbury  Cathedral 

Over  $800,000  has  bwn  received  since  the 
fund  for  the  restoration  of  Canterbury  Ca- 
thedral and  its  precincts  was  opened  in  July. 
1946.  The  response  has  been  marked 
throughout  the  world,  and  donations  have 
been  received  in  England  from  thousands 
of  individuals,  firms  and  institutions  in  va- 
rious parts  of  the  globe.  Tbe  damage  done 
to  this  ancient  shrine  of  Christianity  by 
Nazi  bombers  during  the  blitz  shocked  all 
church-going  peoples,  and  members  of  other 
denominations  have  joined  with  Anglicans 
in  steps  towards  repairment.  Only  minor 
restorations  have  been  effected  to  date,  how- 
ever. 

Many  of  tbe  ancient  Cathedral  windows 
have  been  replaced,  the  tombs  and  monu- 
ments inside  the  building  have  been  revealed 
once  more,  and  in.stalIation  of  a new  light- 
ing and  heating  system  has  begun.  Work 
is  proceeding  on  the  repair  of  damaged  books 
and  manuscripts,  but  the  Cathedral  library 
itself  was  a complete  loss.  The  Luftwaffe, 
unfortunately,  succeeded  all  too  well  in  its 
destructive  attack  on  the  Cathedral  build- 
ingi.  The  work  of  raising  money  still  goes 
on.  it  being  estimated  (hat  a further  $400'.- 
000  will  be  required  to  complete  the 
restoration. 

Next  year,  appeals  for  Canterbury  Cathe- 
dral are  to  be  launched  in  this  country  -and 
in  Australia  simultaneously:  the  gifts  to  be 
taken  to  England  by  bishops  from  (he  two 
Dominions  attending  the  Lambeth  Con- 
ference in  May.  1948.  It  is  reported  that 
at  the  request  of  the  countries  themselves, 
these  gifts  will  be  devoted  to  specific  works 
of  restoration.  The  Canadian  contribution, 
for  example,  is-  to  be  used  for  repairing  a 
row  of  historic  houses  near  tbe  Cathedral 
which  were  damaged  in  the  raids  of  1942. 
Too  many  historical  shrines  in  Great  Britain 
suffered  grievously  through  enemy  action, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  lubstantial 
progress  is  being  made  with  a view  to  their 
eventual  rr-cstablishment. 

I.4irk  of  Cohenion 

Another  marked  instance  of  the  lack  of 
cohesion  among  five  separate  police  forces  in 
(he  Greater  Victoria  area  cxcurred  on  Satur- 
day. when  armed  and 'desperate  men  raided 
two  drug  stores  and  abducted  a peace  officer 
to  use  as  cover  in  one  of  them.  Although 
the  initial  alarm  was  reported  as  given  within 
a matter  of  a few  scconda  of  the  first  robbery, 
it  was  some  hours  before  all  police  stations 
and  their  road  patrols  were  apprised  of  what 
was  going  on.  Police  cars  with  radios  were 
among  the  first  to  pick  op  (hr  broadcast 
warning.  Provincial  patrol  vehicles,  with- 
out radios,  did  not  bear  the  call  and  did  not 
participate  in  the  hunt.  Two  things  emerge 
uppermost  from  this  fresh  experience 
all  police  stations  should  keep  m much 
closer  communication  with  each  other  when 
it  comet  to  a general  alarm:  and  (here  ts 
urgent  need  for  a central  police  broadcasting 
set  to  transmit  such  calls  to  patrol  cars 
equipped  to  receive  them  Highways  lead- 
ing north  from  (be  city  could  have  been 
shut  effectively  if  i reliable  two-way  radio 
system  had  been  working.  Unfortunately 
it  was  not.

The  Victoria 
had  been  responsible  (or  much  the 
same  characts  of  news  Items  for 
a food  many  years;  but  the  etorlee 
recalled  that  the  steamer  was  prob- 
ably the  oldest  metal  ship  in  service 
tod^. 

We  wrote  a column  about  the  old 
vessel,  telling  something  of  her 
ht'itory,  some  fl  years  of  which  have 
been  spent  plying  the  greatest  of 
oceans,  at  first  irans-Paclflc,  then 
coastal,  as  well  as  how  she  hy 
her  present  name. 

Apparently  that  column  imcreeted 
a few  old-Ume  Victorians  who  fol- 
low shipping  and  havs  swapped 
yams  with  sailormrn.  One  of  them. 
Mr.  Daiid  Miller,  was  particularly 
Interested  In  the  Victoria.  ex-Par- 
thla.  and  sent  The  Colonist  on  to  a 
farmer  Victorian,  who  was  Identified 
with  Pacific  shipping  as  purser  of 
the  first  of  the  Canadian  Pacific's 
yachl-Uke  trans-PaclAe  linen,  the 
Empreas  of  India. 

Other  Victorians  of  that  time 
wtU  undoubtedly  recall  J.  K.  Mac- 
rae. now  living  at  6t.  James,  Bar- 
badoes.  B W I . who  after  many  trips 
aerms  the  Pacific  tn  the  service  of 
Canadian  Pacific  Steamships,  put 
In  some  time  as  the  local  representa- 
tive of  DodweU  A Company  In  the 
late  QlneUea.
